This insertion may be from am 
inch to two inches wide, and edges 
the pointed collars and revers, holds 
in the short, puffed sleeves and out- 
jlines on each side the shirred bor 
der that heads a deep ruffle at the 
bottom of the gown.

New Dealings With Merwin. 


Mr. Merwin, who has received about 
$1,000,000 of public money for lighthouse 
supplies without tender, making profits 
up to nearly 200 per cent on some of 
them, pow appears in a new role. In 
1905 he bought an old tug for tbe pur- 
pose of hiring it to the Marine Depart- 
ment. Straightway the department en 
gaged this venerable craft at 825 per day 
the government equipping and maio- 
taining her. To give this tug a chance 
the Goveroment had to discharge anoth- 
er, which the local superintendent swore 
was larger and newer and ip every way 
better, and was costing 830 per day, the 
owner paying ber running and mainten- 
ance expenses. The boat discharged was 
pot only better, but about one-third 
cheaper than Merwin’s. Merwin paid 
83,700 for the tug, and between June and 
the close of navigation he got all his 
money back but ove or two hundred dol 
lars, and had his tug repaired. He was 
paid 825 per day for some 10 days that 
the tug was under repair before she was 
fit to go to work, and agaio for a fort- 
night after her men were discharged and 
her fires put out. The local officer had 
discharged the tug when he was done 
with her, but instructions from the de- 


getting more numerous than ever. 

The Government should take steps at 
once to agaio put on the bounty, and in- 
crease it from 82 to at least $3. It may 
seem expensive, but it is very necessary. 

At the meeting of the Leduc Agricul- 
tural Society on Saturday, it was moved 
by Mr. Walter Simpson, and seconded 
by Mr. Chas.
